Tonsils and Adenoids. 


Enlarged tonsils and adenoid 


growths are symptoms of a ca- 
tarrhal condition of the body due 
to faulty diet ?.nd catting them 
away does not remove the cause, 
asserts a leading practitioner, 
adding that the extirpation of 
tonsils, as of any other neces- 
sary organ, always is followed 
by bad results. 
The tonsils 


should never be removed, he 
says, unless they have been per- 
mitted to deteriorate so far as to 
become more of a menace to 
liealtb than would be tbeir re- 
moval. Throat specialists' opin- 
ions on this subject differed at 
a meeting in Philadelphia, and 
a committee was named to make 
an exhaustive report on the ques- 
tion in 1912.

are continuous throughout the year 
and from year to year. In the event 
discoveries are made as to property 
not listed, the auditor is required by 
law' to add a penalty of 50 per cent 
and charge tax on the total. 
If an 


individual is found to have failed TO 
list one thousand dollars that 
he 


should have listed, the county must 
collect an amount of tax one and one 
half times as great as if it had been 
listed by the owner himself. If this 
discovery should not be made 
for 


five years the charge for each of the 
five years preceding the 
discovery 


must be one and one half times as 
great as if it had been properly listed 
at the proper time by the owner. 


All real estate, together with all 


other tangible property, has been as- 
sessed at its true value in rnoiiej', 
and we believe that you will agree 
witli us that it is only fair and just 
that all property should- be treated 
the same. 


Another matter needs explanation. 


That is the fact that when the per- 
sonal assessors did their work last 
spring the one per cent tax law had 
not passed the legislature and peo- 
ple were not certain as to whether 
we were to have a low rate of taxa- 
tion, but that is no longer in doubt. 
The rate will not be more than ten 
mills in any township; very few will 
have a. rate of over eight mills. And 
but very few villages will have a 
rate of over ten mills. 
There 
are 


two that may have a little higher 
rate than ten, but many will 
not 


have as high. 
The fate in the city 


of Newark, we think,1.Will be about 
12 or 13 mills. 
Last year the rate 


in the townships varied from about 
16 to 27 mills, while in the city and 
villages the range was from 22 to 
38 mills. The rate this year in ma'riy 
cases wiy not be more'than one-third 
of what it was last year. You can be 
sure that your rate will be low.

HOME NOW HAS 


FIFTY PUPILS 


County Institution Has Ev- 


ery Convenience for Care of 


Jjittle Ones. 


The school session at the Licking 


County Children's Home, ea'st of the 
city, opened with an enrollment of 
50 pupils. There are 62 children in 
the home, but 12 of this number have 
not reached the school age. 


To the casual observer the Child- 


ren's Home is ratner an indefinite 
term, suggesting simply an institu- 
tion where a number of orphans are 
cared for, but a visit to the 
local 


home reveals a very complete plant 
where every convenience is provided 
for the proper care of the 
county's 
wards. 


The school at the home is much 


the same as a large room in one of 
the city buildings, except that child- 
ren of all grades are taught by a sin- 
gle teacher. 
The hours of instruc- 


tion are from 8:30 to 11 in the morn- 
ing and from 12:45 until 3 in the 
afternoon. 
The very small boys and 


.girls are given a short recess both 
I iri the morning and afternoon. 
The 


text books used in the 
school are 


much the same as those in service in 
the city schools. 


A trip through the building 
re- 


veals a very complete system and a 
wonderful degree of order and clean- 
liness, in the dining halls and dor- 
mitories one is struck with the order 
and with the spotless linen of table 
and beds. The Home has a. complete 
laundry on the grounds, consisting 
of washer, extractor and mangler.and 
here the washing and ironing of all 
the children is done. Wash days are 
Monday and Thursday. 


In the basement of the 
building 


the visitor finds vegetable cellars, 
fruit rooms, a scale room, a milk 
room and a bakery. All the available 
room is employed to good use, and 
everywhere is found the evidence of 
care and attention to healthfulness 
and order. 
In the basement also is 


the kitchen, a great, light, airy room 
fitted with many conveniences, and 
everything bright and clean. 
There 


are three dining rooms in the build- 
ing, that of the superintendent, one 
for the children and one for the em- 
ployes. 
The service of 
the dining 


room is made by means of 
dumb 


waiters from the kitchen to a serf- 
ing room on the first floor. Boys and 
girls have separate sitting rooms In 
which they may gather during recre^ 
ation hours. These are large, bright 
rooms, filled with easy chairs aiirl 
decorated with pictures and numer- 
ous potted plants. 
A very complete 


hospital room is located in the build- 
ing and here the sick- child may toe 
isolated and given proper attention, 
but owing to the almost ideal health- 
ful condition of the Home, this-is 
little used. 
In the upper 
corridors 
of 
the 


building chutes are provided for cofl- 
veying soiled linen to the basement
